Job Training Program Begins 


For City Workhouse Inmates 


CMACAO. and the Col- 
umbus Workhouse, 2460 
Jackson Pike, have embarked 
on a new program which will 
hopefully reduce the level of 
crime in the Colambus com- 
munity, while also reducing 
the taxpayer's burden. 

According to John Cox, 
director of the Workhouse 
Employment -Program, the 
workhouse inmates are 
receiving counseling, job 
training, and job placement. 
“We want to give these men a 
real choice," Cox asserted. 
“If we can help them, then 
they can become productive 
citizens rather than a burden 


to society.” at 
The program is a pilot 
bay Oi by a grant of 


Ss. to the 
City of Columbus from the 
Administration of Justice 
Division of the State Depart- 
ment of Community and 
Economic Development. The 
Columbus Department of 
Safety is also providing 


plained, “They have to sur- 
vive somehow, and too often, 
that- ‘somehow’ means more 
crime.” 

While the program is under 
contract to serve 150 men, 
Cox hopes they will be able 
to reduce the percentage of 
repeaters by 10 to 15 per 
cent. Such an ambitious goal 
means that approximately 
eight to ten inmates would be.

RIGHTS COMMISSION TO 
HIRE 24 INVESTIGATORS 


The Ohio Civil Rights Com- 
mission will launch a crash: 
‘program to investigate a 
backlog of complaints of 
unlawful discriminatory prac- 
tices. 

The celebrated handling of 
cases was made possible by 
an emergency grant of 
$211,655 awarded Monday by 
the State Controlling Board. 
The grant will permit the 
commission to hire 24 ad- 
ditional investigators plus 
supportive staff.

The fourth rent . law 
proposed states that if illegal 
housing conditions persist af- 
ter duly informing the land- 
lord of their existence, the 
court could reduce rents or 
preempt payments of rents to 
the landiord completely. 

For example, a tenant living 
in property where there is a 
housing code violation or 
where the landiord has com-.

WHITE SAYS: 


School Board Abdicates 
Office Duty In Vote On 
QualityEducation Plan 


The Columbus Board of 
Education, which rejected. 4 
to 3 a proposal designed to 
establish a committee to 
assist in efforts to provide 
quality integrated education 
within the neighborhood con- 
cept, was the target of a 
barrage of criticism this 
week, unleashed by Carl 


White, Director of Housing ~ 


Opportunity Center. 

White’s statement, issued 
at a press conference, was a 
reaction to the Board's defeat 
of a proposal presented by 

» Marie Castleman. in rejecting 
the measure, the Board voted 
along racial lines, with the 
three black member sup- 
Porting it, and the four white 
turning it down. 

White noted that the Board 
scuttled the. Castleman 
Proposal, even though it had 
‘previously committed itself to 


a similar plan, =o pb SE 


plan as promising that: ' 

“The Columbus Public 
School have a commitment to 
improve racial balance where 
it exists and not to foster 
segregation in the process of 
constructing new buildings, 
“New schools will be located 
and boundaries drawn so as 
to improve racial balance 
where possible." 

The statement appeared in 
a booklet issued by Citizens 
Committee for Progress 
published in support of the 
recently passed $89.5 million 
bond issue, White said. 

Commenting on this _pre- 
election commitment, White 
asked: 

“Does the vote of the 
Board Tuesday represent the 
majorities’ conclusion that 
racial balance cannot be im- 
proved by careful con- 
sideration of sites selected.” 
He added: 

“It looks like the Board has 
abdicated its responsibility in 
the expenditure of public 
funds. By law they are 
required to expend funds so 
as not to perpetuate racially 
divided communities,” he 
said. 

White said his agency 
sought some action by the 
Board in developing policies 
designed to influence new 
patterns of housing 
segregation by monitoring 
sites selected for new FHA 
housing projects last spring. 
He also. distributed 
copies of, a’ letter from Dr. 
John Ellis in response to 
HOC suggestionin which 
Ellis said the matter would be 
taken up with the Board. 

Having not heard “anything | 
from the Board of the Colum- 
bus Public School since 
then,” White said: 

“| think it can be said that 
the majority of the Board has 
chosen to bury its head in the 
sand so far as the integration 
issue is concerned.” 

Noting that the law today 
requires public as well as 
private officials to take af- 
firmative action to bring 
about an integrated com- 
munity, White said the 
“Board isn't willing to do 
that.” 

“Our school officials,” he 
charged, “are - perpetuating 
existing divisions by failing to 
act. The existence of a 
predominantely Black school 
system inside a majority 
white system, tends to push 
us away from ohe goal of a 
single community working 
together,” he said, adding: 

“We know from. ex- 
perience, the housing in- 
ductry needs to be pushed if 
our communities, new and 
old, are to become in- 


tegrated, where Past 
discriminatory practices have 
been eliminated. The. volun. 
tary and gradual approach 
suggested by one Board 
member is the equivalent of 
no progress at all," he said. 

White said HOC had not 
decided to join any effort to 
litigate the question of schoo!

Lamar and one page is given to Fred Saunders. Saunders 


‘was-a teammate of Al Harris when Mohawk won the city title. 


Let Fred tell you his own story: —= 
“When | started playing basketball in the eighth grade the 


‘only position | had heard of was center, and the only reason | 


‘knew of it was because | knew Wilt Chamberlain played cen- 


ter." 

For those who have forgotten Fred, he earned letters in 
baseball, football and basketball at Mohawk. One year he 
made the All-City team as a pitcher. In basketball he 
averaged 21 points his first year and 18 as a junior and 
senior. He was selected to All-City, All-District, All-State and 
All-American teams. 

“| didn't seriously concentrate on playing good basketball 
until the eighth grade," he said. “| had played some‘alley ball 
but not much because | wasn't good enough. On the East- 
side of Columbus the guys play their basketball at the 
playgrounds. Guys like myself who weren't too good didn't 
get chosen when the teams were picked. | usually ended up 
playing baseball instead.” ; 

During his early years Fred concentrated on ‘baseball. 
“Baseball was more fun. | could play baseball 24 hours a 
day. | used to play all dav long during the summers at the 
corner of Edward and Grove Sts. This area was known as the 
‘Bottom'". 

Saunders said he gave up baseball at Mohawk because his 
fielders didn't back him up. He also said basketball was tur- 
ning out to be more furl. He and his brother, Jerry, developed 
a unique way to dribble without looking down. 

“When | was 16 years old and Jerry was 14, we would get 
out on the street, which was a dead end, and go one-on-one 
all the way down the street. Then we would blindfold each 
other and take turns dribbling down the street. Later on we'd 
take turns where one guy would run out in front of the blind. 
foldfolded one and shout and the blind folded one would 
have to dribble to that spot. That training has helped me now 
and | think that's why | keep my head high in looking around 
the. court to see what's happening.” 

Have you-ever heard of the NBA courts, at the corners of 
Broad St. and Garfield Ave.? Let Fred tell you about the NBA 
courts: . 

“That's where the best and roughest basketball in Colum- 
bus is played. | really learned a lot on the NBA courts, but I'll 
always remember that’s where | got my baptism under fire. 
Those cats are always looking for young blood there." 

Why did Saunders decide to go to USL? "I decided to 
come to USL because of the fine.-weather and maybe a 
chance to play baseball besides basketball. | also felt the ~ 
team had plenty of potential and | like the school and the 
people.” 

What were;his thoughts on USL's 71-72 season? “'! felt at 
the beginning of the season we would have a stronger club 
than last year’s, even though we were going into the major 
college ranks.” 

Although Fred doesn't shot very much at USL, he is a 
good shooter. "The more | handle the ball the better my ac- 
curacy in scoring.Once | can find the range, | can score at 
any time.”

Dumaree said that under 
the new scheduling juniors 
and seniors at Marion- 
Franklin will attend classes in 
the morning, sophomores in 
the afternoon.

Cotton Club Revue, called 
* Trucking. 
On one’s tour north, if one 
should’ 
"at the right time one would 
probably be made familiar 
with the hottest romance in 
town*- that of Ethel Waters 
and a lover boy called, Tiny 
Man. (| wonder if Miss Waters 
would remember this early 
episode during her tender 


years). 
Also, one might see 
Josephine Baker, Valada 


Snow, Billy Kelly, Maude De 
Forest, and the fabulous Mer- 
cedes, hopping a cab 
heading downtown for their 
feature and chorus work in a 
scintilating package called 
Chocolate Dandies. They 
were among the first non- 
whites to appear on Broad- 
way and they made the most 
of it. 

Then, one might be just in 
time to see the dance sen- 
sation, Snake-Hips Tucker;

To mention just a few of 
the song birds of that era, 
there were Martha Copeland, 
Bessie Smith, Margaret 
Simms, Florence Mills, Cora 
La Redd, and’of course, the 
all-time great, Ethel Waters.

“Down it, and get from ‘round — 


it,” or “Give it to me, quick,

tell me where | can find it!." 

Harlem's day-shift grifters, 
with trained eyes for chumps, 
comb both sides of the street 
in quest of prey, while faking 
blind men (with twenty-twenty 
vision) blink furtively from 
behind darkcolored glass, 
chirping ‘a sorrowful: 
“Brother, can you spare a 
dime?”. 

Racketeering taxi drivers, 
with ‘‘doctored”’ meters, 
cruise’ the avenue. slowly, 
gunning for sex-thirsty Johns 
and fares that look “green,” 
and woe be unto him who 
falls into the hands of these 
modern Philistines. 

If you select the cab of one 
of these slippery charlatans 
and ask about fun, you just 
might be whisked away to a 
basement hideaway where an 
innocent-looking cutie is 
trained and equiped to slip 
you a knock-out portion in 
impair your reasoning while 
your pockets are picked. 

Arriving at the corner of 
131st Street and 7th Avenue 
one might get a: glimpse of 
the now late Bub Hulett and 
his notorious ‘‘muscle” mob, 
walking three abreast.

Because of the weight and 
space limitations in the 
Apollo 17 spacecraft, most of 
their food allowance of 16 1/2 
pounds per astronaut is 
dehydrated to reduce. its 
weight and size. It is the type 
of food that requires no 
refrigeration. To moisturize it, 
water is added from the 
drinking supply. 

Every few hours the flight 
plan of Apollo 17 calls for an 
eating period. The astronauts 
must eat their meal com- 
ponents directly from sealed 
containers, because other- 
wise weightiéssness during 
the space flight would cause 
the food to float about the 
cabin. Astronauts’ generally 
have 45 minutes to unpack 
the plastic-and-foil wrapped 
food, eat it, and put 
everything away. - 

The menu at various times 
during the Apollo 17 flight 
may include chicken salad, 
frosted flakes, toast, fruit 
juice and even. fruitcake. 
Bacon and eggs is a favorite 
mean of astronauts in space. 

For desert, an Apollo 17 


astronaut may have 
something like strawberry 
cereal bar. This he can 


remove from its plastic bag 
and stick into his mouth in 
one piece. if he chooses, he 
can wash it down with a 
packet of squeezabie tomato, 
orange, grape or some kind 
of vegetable juice. 

After an astronaut finishes 
eating, he stows his empty

Death Penalty

ACCRA, Ghana— (NBNS) - 
— Eight men have been con- 
victed of subversion and con- 
demned to death by firing 
Squad, but the sentences may 
not be carried out. 

The seven-member tribunal 
that found them guilty recom- 
mended clemency for the 
men. A ninth man was jailed 


for 25 years, 
Five of the men convicted 
were soldiers in the 


Ghanaian Army and were 
tried under the terms of a 
decree enacted on July 18, 
the day they were arrested. 
The» decree was made 
retroactive to Jan. 18, the day 
a military junta seized power 
in a bloodless coup d'etat.

The work assignments of 
the Appollo 17 astronauts will 
be so concentration- 
demanding that. they will 
generally need all the sleep 
they are allotted. 

Behind each seat in the 
Command Module is a ham- 
mock-like apparatus that the 
astronauts sleep in. It is 
designed to prevent the 
astronaut from drifting 
weightlessly. around the 
cabin while asleep. 

In case an astronaut is 
Unable to sleep, NASA 
provides sleeping pills. 
Sleeping in weightless space 
is exciting, but it is not rest- 
ful. Americans have become 
accustomed to. the feel of a 
mattress beneath them when 
they sleep, and astronauts 
are. no exception. They don't 
sleep well without it.

KAMPALA, Uganda -- 
(NBNS) -- The reported 
wealth of British investments 
in the economy of Uganda 
exceeds: 400 million shillings 
or about 60 million in U.S. 
currency. 

The Asians, before they 
were expelled, controlled 80 
percent of the country's 
economy. The British presen- 
tly control “19 and three- 
thirds” of the balance, which 
of course leaves nothing for 
those to whom the land 
belongs -- the Africans them- 
selves. 


But the attitude here is un- 
mistakable. The British must 
go as the Asians did. There 
are more than 1,700 British 
here. 

President Amin and his 
goverment set the end of 
January as the tentative date 
for completing the transfer of 
the economy of Uganda from 
the British-Asian factions to 
the Indigenous Africans of 
this small East African coun- 
try. 


Although fo specific date 
in January has been set, it is 
generally understood here in 
Kampala that the British will 
be gone by Feb. 1, 1973. 

To compound England's 
sudden Asian’ refugee 
problem, Kenya's vice 
.president, Arap Moi, stated in 
a recent interview that Kenya 


wants British passport 
holders to leave Kenya. 

But Kenya's style of 
eliminating undesirables in 
considerably different than 
that of Amin's in Uganda. 

The quiet, brilllant and 

sophisticated Moi said: 
: “We will eliminate the 
Asians simply by refusing to 
renew their trade licenses or 
extend their work pérmits.” 

There are 80,000 Asians in 
Kenya and an estimated 
120,000 in Tanzania. 

To be sure, the flames of 
Pan Africanism and the con- 
cept of Africa for the Africans 
are sweeping the whole 
Eastern Africa and the man 
who started it all Gen. Idi 
Amin Dada took time out to 
entertain the monarch of the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia who 
has arrived for a three-day 
state visit. 

On Tuesday, November 14, 
the President announced that 
amnesty had been granted to 
all-gueriilas in Tanzania and 
urged them to return home 
and assist in the task of con- 
tinuing in the develdpment of 
the economy of their country. 

Here in this beautiful and 
richest continent of all the 
continents, one If reminded 
that Africa was once called 
the dark continent, but one 
glimpse into Africa's historic 
past and we know for a cer- 
tainty that if Africa was ever 
dark, it was only dark to 
those who could not. see. 


Welfare Mother Becomes 


DURHAM, N.C. -- Four 
Mrs.. Sandra 
Farrington went on welfare to 
support her five children. 
Today, she provides for her 
family with her starting salary 
of $12,000 a year as a 
physician's associate at Lin- 
colin Community Health Cen- 
ter here. 

At work since September, 
the black woman can look 
forward to an income. of 
$15,000 a_year as she 
acquires experience. She has 
come a long way from her 
last job as a counter atten- 
dant in a pizza shack, at $44 
a week. 

After that, there had been 
no alternative but welfare. “'! 
hated it’ she remembers, “I 
detested every minute on 
welfare.” But even as she hit

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Genocide or Fraticide? 


According to a recent survey 


conducted by Or. Castellano Tur-~ 


ner, a psychologist, and Dr. William 
A. Darity, a public health specialist, 
both of the University of 
Massachusetts, in which 1890 black 
men and women were interviewed, 
68 percent of the blacks felt that the 
nation’s whites will make an effort 
to decrease the black population as 
blacks become more militant. 

DE ay iatense. among 
young black men living in Northern 
ghettoes. Most thought that the first 
steps in- the direction of genocide - 
* would’ arrive in an attempt--to 
restrict black births: 


The first steps in this direction, 


of course, will take the form of birth 
control, which has relevance when 
‘a country or planet becomes over- 
crowded, so long as it does not 
single out a specific kind of people 
to experiment on. 

Last week, we are informed 
that the Ohio Welfare Department is 
ready to spend nearly $2.3 million in 
a program that will offer birth con- 
trol services for welfare recipients. 
Funds will go to public and non- 
profit agencies that offer family 
planning services, the funds 

coming primarily from the federal 
_government. 

Thus far, the plan will be en- 
tirely voluntary, with eligibility 
restricted to women of child- 
bearing age who are welfare 


recipients or whose incomes are 80" 


low as to make them potential 
welfare recipients. 

As long as the program is a 
‘ voluntary one, any speculation 
about it as a forerunner to mass 
genocide is ridiculous. 

But an even more dangerous 
threat to black people in this coun- 
try is our almost suicidal tendency 
to annihilate each other. Fratricide, 
not genocide, continues to set a 
- record pace in the nation’s 
sprawling urban centers, with the 
greatest majority of the victims 
black, and@the murder weapons 
largely being wielded by their black 
friends, relatives and neighbors. 

In Cleveland, for example, 304 
homicides had been chalked up at 
this, writing, 42 more than at this 


_ time last year, when 294 homicides 


had been reported. The majority of 
the ‘victims were blacks killed by 
_ blacks. 

In the heyday of lynching, the 
period between 1882 and 1951, at 
total of 3,437 Negroes were victims 
of the mob, an average of about 50 
a year. During the same period lyn- 
chers snuffed out the lives of 1293 
white persons, an average of about 
19 per year. The largest number of 
lynchings occurred in 1892. Of the 
230 persons lynched during that 
year, 161 were Negroes and 69 
were whites. 

The lynchers were white, while 
80 percent of their victims were

black. In Cleveland alone this year, 


‘killings of blacks by blacks have 


already exceeded the lynchings of 


-blacks by whites in 48 states at the 


peak of the period when lynch 
mobs held sway.. 


Why do we continue killing 
each other in larger numbers every 
year? 

This tendency 
fratricide should, LL 
the . 
psychologists, and even more so, 
should. arouse the concern, of all 
black people. an 

Admittedly, figures on crimes in 
terms. of the race of those against 
whom crimes are committed are dif- 
ficult to come by. Sporadic studies 
and general observation, - however, 
have established the fact of a high 
incidence of crime by Negroes— 
against Negroes. 

Several factors contributing to 
this circumstance are recognized. 
One is that the general frustration 
felt by Negroes in the bi-racial 
system of social relationships is 
expressed in aggressions against 
other Negroes. A second pattern 
appears to be a pattern of Negroes 
resorting to violent settlement of 
differences without recourse to law 
and the courts which they mistrust. 
A third factor is the general 
leniency of the courts and juries, 
where both parties in a crime are 


towards 


- Negroes. 


In addition to the ever- 
convenient cheap handgun, 
Negroes make use of knives, clubs, 
lead pipes, and an impressive 
assortment of death-dealing bric-a- 
brac to be found around the 
average house, each capable of 
delivering death on the spur of the 


- moment or in the heat of a trivial 


* 


argument. 

Something is radically—and 
frequently fatally-wrong with the 
social life style of Negrées, and we 
had better discover how to remedy 
it before we concern’ ourselves 
about the threat of genocide. _ 

Certainly we can no longer 
justify keeping an arsenal in our 
homes out of fear that a lynch mob 
may descend upon us at any hour 
of the day or night. Apparently our 
pistol-packing penchant has been 
developed out of fear of our own 
brothers and sisters. 

A rational safeguard would 
seem to suggest that should one 
find it necessary to go armed to a 
“social affair,” it might be wisdom 
to seek some other form of 
recreation, or at the very least to 
develop a new circle of less volatile 
friendships. 

As long as we continue to hold 
our own lives so cheaply, how can 
we expect the majority of 
Americans to mount crusades in 
our behalf?

Gilligan 


Gov. Gilligan, in announcing his in- 
tentions to seek reelection in 1974, 
hung an appendage onto his. statement 
that should be taken with a grain of 
salt. ; 

The Governor, according to press 
reports, said if he had his preference in 
picking his Republican opponent, he 
would not have chosen former Gov. 
James A. Rhodes. The statement was 
supposed to have been .made in a 
Cleveland. television interview late last 
week. 

Gilligan, one must admit, has not 
always played the political game ac- 
cording to the rules of Hoyle. But there 
aren't many political observers around 
who can remember a candidate publicly 
announcing that he’s trembling with 
fearat the thought of a certain person 
as his opponent. 

On the surface, Gilligan’s statement 


may. seem to be both truthful and 


logical. But when one probes a little 
deeper, he is apt to find that it just 
doesn't jibe with the established 
political practices. For to publicly admit 
that he’s scared to run in a race with 
“Joe Bloke,” puts him in the position 
much like the person who was remin- 
ded that if he was afraid of the “hog’s 
eyes, he couldn't eat its head. 

Assuming that Gilligan was fully 
aware of the danger of expressing fear 
ot Jim Rhodes’ candidacy, it then_poses 
the question of what does he really 
hope to accomplish by making such a 
statement. When one gives serious 
thought to the statement, they are likely 
to see it as an attempt to induce 
Rhodes to tip his hand before he's 
ready, or to suck him into the race 
because Gilligan believes Rhodes 
would be easier to beat. 

The strategy could also be based on 
thinking that by using reverse 
psychology, Gilligan hopes to lure 
Rhodes into the contest so he could 
use Rhodes’ eight-year administration 
as an effective campaign issue in 1974. 
In other words, Gilligan could very well 
be trying to pick his wn opponent. 


Fears Rhodes? 


Such thinking may seem ridiculous to 
some, but it should be recalled that for- 
mer Gov. Michael DiSalle, the day after 
he was defeated by Rhodes in 1952, ac- 
cused a one time powerful newspaper 
editor of tricking him. The editor, 
DiSalle charged, at the behest of 
Rhodes, induced him to reenter the 
race after he had announced that he 
would not seek reelection. 

DiSalle, arguing that the editor 
“knifed him in the back,” implied that 
he reentered the race with the un- 
derstanding ‘that he would have the 
editor's support. The paper, to his sur- 
prise, endorsed Rhodes. 

Rhodes, DiSalle indicated, had Taid 
out his campaign plans to attack his ad- 
ministration, and without him in the 
race Rhodes would have had to cam- 
paign against a candidate on even 
ground. : 

Perhaps the DiSalle-Rhodes cam- 
paign was not on Gilligan's mind when 
he made the surprise announcement, 
but it’s a fairly safe bet that the 
statement was not based on fear. 
Rather, it was most likely to have been 
motivated by Gilligan’s dislike for 
Rhodes and because he thinks he has 
uncovered some skeletons in Rhodes’ 
closet left behind when he turned the 
office over to his successor.

No Future For Free Loaders 


_ The next four years under Richard 
Milhaus Nixon bodes ill for all of the 
nation's free-loaders. This is signalled 
eloquently by the new shape of the 
Nixon cabinet, that obviously has been 
selected to suit Mr. Nixon’s special 
brand of conservatism that is more and 
more reflected in his Supreme Court 
appointments during his first term. 

From the initial changes announ- 
ced, the plan seems to be the 
replacement of “people managers” with 
money managers, with a generous 
sprinkling of men from the managerial 
and directorship ranks of big industry.

Roy Ash, a 
millionaire president of Litton In- 
dustries, will take over the Office of 
Management and Budget, moving up its 
former head, Casper Weinberger will 
take over in HEW. George Shultz has

Revenue Sharing Shifts Power 


“The federal government's Christmas 
present to the states will be about. $5 
billion in revenue Sharing funds -- the 
first installment of a program that will 
Pump about $30 billion into state and 
local governments over the next five 
years. 

Money is power, and this new federal 
“share the wealth” program represents 
a significant shift. in power from 
Washington to-state capitals and local 
city halls. Unlike other federal 
Programs, which mandate strict con- 
_trols on-every dollar spent, revenue

Another aspect that bears watching 
is how local governments use the new 
money: Past experience has shown that 
federal programs are more effective 
and more free trom discrimination than 
most local efforts. Local governments 
have often.been plaqued by scandals, 
and the experience of blacks and other 
minorities with many state and local of- 
ficials has been one of discrimination. 
And many local governments have ac- 
tually been less anxious to do 
something . about poverty and social. 
conditions in their town than have 
those much-maligned Washington 
agencies. 

So the real.problem_is:.how-will the

federal spending, coupled with in- 
creased state tax revenues have rever- 
sed that situation. 

Now, it is the federal government that 
is desperately trying to keep the lid on 
spending, while many state and local 
governments are reporting fat sur- 
pluses. Some communities say they'll 
use the new federal revenue sharing 
money to cut taxes, something the 
plan's authors didn't have in mind. 

Of course, that’s just the general, 
overall picture. Many cities, especially 
larger ones, are hurting bad. Newark is 
in a tight financial spot, Detroit an- 
nounced it is closing its schools for 
lack of funds, and others are afso cut- 
ting back on important public services. 

Revenue sharing won't be’ of much 
help to such. cities because the 
amounts they'll receive won't be nearly 
enough. Since Congress authorized the 
revenue sharing program for five years, 
it ought to take a long, hard look at its 
effects and make necessary changes 
before the program becomes per-

perience need not be future reality and 
it is up to local leadership, voluntary 
social agencies, and committed citizens 
to put pressure on the state house and 
city hall to insure that new funds are 
used properly. It is also up to the 
Treasury. Department, which ad- 
ministers the revenue sharing program 
to keep close tabs on how the money is 
spent. 

The Treasury Department has the 
power to cut off all funds from _govern- 
ments that don't comply with the law. 
While it has the power to do this for 
violations of the taw’'s_ anti- 
discrimination program, its interim 
regulations don't go that far. The suc- 
cess or failure of revenue sharing may 
depend on how tough the Treasury is 
willing to get. This is an experimental 
program involving billions of dollars 
and the burden is on the Treasury, 
state, and local officials to prove that 
revenue sharing is better then.direct 
federal action to build housing, feed the 
hungry and heal the sick. 


We Need A New Approach 


Black Leadership in black com- 
munities face a constant challenge to 
struggle for an understanding of how to 
fight their enemies. This is an incessant 
struggle. But very often black leader- 
ship, in particular, falls into a habit of 
dealing with their enemy.in:such a way 
that it's repetitious, redundant and 
finally ineffective. 

The black community cannot con- 
tinue to use the same tactics, methods 
and ideologies that they have been 
using habitually for a number of years. 
What is necessary, is a constant and 
perpetual redefinition and reappraisal 
of our conditions and the consequent 
change in tactics and strategies. For a 
number of years most of our black com-

munities have been “protesting, reac- 
ting tothe conditions which 
precipitated ‘their actions. And this has 
been a mode of operation which is not 
particularly beneficial to. black com- 
munities, only that it helps to “lift the 
lid” of emotions which build up out of 
frustrations and oppression. 

To put it simply, we are always reac- 
ting rather than -developing and 
outlining a plan of action. As a result, 
we are finding that the only time that 
the black community seems to get 
together and organize is when 
something happens and a crisis 
develops. Between crises, very little is 
done. Very little work is planned. 

Black people must overcome the 
crisis syndrome. Surely, white racist 
society conditions that black com- 
munity in a perpetual state of crisis. But 
this is the enemies’ tactic to keep the 
black community reacting to crisis after 
crisis as a way of diverting them from 
developing a viable, powerful plan of 
liberation. The only time that black 
people organize, in any massive sense, 
is when an incident happens in the 
community. 

Then the black community 
sporadically comes together in some 
form of unity, marches down to City 
Hall or the School Board and protests. 
Blacks will not be seen in any visible or 
even covert form until another incident 
happens. 

The most challenging task before 
black. leadership today and the entire 
black community is the question of 
making reassessment of the status of 
black people and a more thorough 
analysis of conditions in the United 
States of America. 

There is another dimension to this, 
however. The black community must 
not only make an analysis of the con- 
ditions of this country and their status 
or an assessment of leadership but a 
more thorough understanding is 
Pesca tt in organizing ihe.) masse 
re pate len Baer 
ship; we need the proper ‘anaivele: we 
need correct tactics and strategies, but 
there can be no struggle of any real 
significance; there can be no real vic 
tories without the support of the black 
masses. “

The Tenant Vs. ° 
The Landlord 


DEAR EDITOR: 

Wednesday, November | 29th, 
Congressman Stokes named some of 
the political figures that are trying to 
unify the black community. 

One of the persons named was Coun- 
cilman James Bell. | recalled .teading 
on ‘two separate occasions that Coun- 
cilman Bell allegedly owned some 
Property or properties that had 
numerous housing code violations, | 
would like to Know if there was another 
later article stating that these violations 
were corrected. 

On two separate occasions, | have 
been in similar situations; as the 
tenants that were occupying the 
property allegedly owned by-Mr. Bell. | 
know how they must have felt. 
lronically, the rent | paid was one hun- 
dred a month not including utilities. 

The tenant has two choices, either to 
remain on the property and suffer with 
violations until he can, if ever, get 
money to move elsewhere. Or report the 
violations and have the landlord evict 
them for one reason or another. Then 
again he may decide to increase the 
rent should he decide to correct the 
violation. If the tenant adheres to the 
first choice of moving, this means the 
next tenant moves in not aware of the 
housing violations and must go through 
the same horrible experience. Usually 
the conditions aren't corrected and the 
property continues to deteriorate 
creating what is called slum property. 

Fortunately, in East Cleveland the 
Housing Department strives to have the 
owners correct violations that are 
reported, also helping the landlord to 
understand that in the long run some of 
these conditions become more expen- 
sive to correct the longer that they con- 
tinue to exist. 

Being a working mother and sole 
support of my family, | don't have the 
necessary time to become as politically 
knowledgeable as 1 would like to be. 

If the alleged violations on Mr. Bell's 
property have been corrected, | have no 
further comment. If they haven't been | 
would like someone with more political 
expertise -and knowledge to explain 
how a person can help to unify a com- 
munity when-at the same time his 
tenants are living*in sub-standard 
housing.

DEAR EDITOR: 
This is an open letter to the politically 
- aware Black community of Columbus 
concerning the plight of our brothers 
who are incarcerated in penal in- 
stitutions across this country, par- 
ticularly the Ohio Penitentiary here in 
our fair city. We have for too long 
ignored these oppressed brothers who 
have been shut off from us because of 
their various actions deemed to be 
“dangerous to soceity'’. We therefore 
tend to be apathetic towards the plight 
‘of those imprisoned. But we shouldn't 
be so apathetic. The U.S, has more 
“corrective institutions” than any other 
nation in the world, “Communist” or 
“free, And noh-whites make up 30-50% 
of the U.S. prison population ... yet the 
Black populace alone is less than 15% 
of the total population of the United 
States. What's wrong, My People? Why 


' are so many of us in prison? BECAUSE 


WE ARE DUMB? | doubt it. Because 
our craniums are too small? Not 
possible. There are other reasons. The 
scales of justice in the U.S.A. are tipped 
in favor those who 1. “know” 
somebody, 2. have money, and 3. are 
white Naturally, there are exceptions, 
but these are the main ‘criteria for 
achieving true justice in this country's 
courts, Not fair, you whisper. Quite 
correct. So let us cease whispering, 
and begin to: shout about the often ob- 
» vious breaches of our human rights. (I 
don't have to mention Barbara. Ann 
Thomas.) W.E.B.- DuBois stated, after 
his trial for “failure to register as an 
agent of a foreign principal” in 1951, 
that: 

“What turns me cold in all this ex- 
perience is the certainty that 
thousands of innocent victims are in 
jail today because they had neither 
money nor friends to help them ... God 
only knows how many who were as in- 
nocent as | and my colleagues are 
today in hell ... In this army of the 
wronged, the proportion of Negroes is 
frightful ... the great mass of arrested or 
accused Black folk have no defense ... 
"(Emphasis mine) . 

_ It's been 20 years since DuBois made 
the above statement. Twenty years. 
And, ‘tragically, his words are today 
relevant. The prison system is: rapidly 
gobbling up our Black manhood and 
youth. Taking them from the hard, cold, 
Starving streets, and “rehabilitating” 
them in an atmosphere scarcely 
suitable for the growth of plants. And, 
we, what do’we do? We sit back and 
talk about those ‘bad, bad boys” who 
got just what they deserved. Not 
thinking about the reasons “why”. Why 


_ do we steal, rape and kill? They would 


have us believe that we are “morally 
depraved"’ or some such nonsense. We 
are told that we are ‘‘crime-prone” 
however they ignore their own 
language concerning this situation. The 
all-too-common phrase ‘‘dangerous 
poor” is compared to the phrase, ‘the 
rich, the well-born, and (therefore) the 
able’, naturally. As George Jackson so 
eloquently put it: 

“Most crime, however, is clearly the 


privilege ... There are no  weekey men 
on death row .. (Emphasis mine) 
Are you beginning to understand? 
Can you af least partially. comprehend 
one of the main “whys” concerning the 
crime in our communities?.Of course, | 
am being general, but the theory of 
“disproportionate distribution of 
locking up those individuals (30-50% 
non-white). who havé committed 
“crimes” against the society which 
literally starves them to death, mis- 
educates them, and castrates them -- all 
in one blow? Should we put these 
Brothers away, and throw out the key? 
Our @lack manhood, hidden from us 
behind ‘high walls, and iron bars, are

A woman who was on birth control 
pills stopped taking them because she 


wanted to become pregnant. She writes — 


that when she wasn't pregnant in three 
months she started taking the pills 
again. Now she is worried that she 
won't be able to have children because 
she took birth control pills. 

She also wrote that a friend who wan- 
ted a child took the pill for six months 
and became pregnant. This makes one 
wonder whether she is confused about 
the purpose of birth control pills. Their 
purpose is to prevent pregnancy, not to 
help a woman get a pregnant. 

The. pills are not likely at fault. Three 
months without taking them and not 
getting pregnant is not long enough so 
that she should believe she cannot 
have children. Some reports have said 
that 80% of women who stop taking 
birth control pills in order to have 
children become pregnant within a 
year's time, Most couples should not 
become concerned until they have tried 
to have children for at least a year; 
some doctors would say two years. 

Though the writer says she and her 
husband are healthy, she doesn't say 
whether they have been examined and 
no. physical problems found. This 
should be any couple's first step when 
they think they are not fertile. 

Women tend to accept the blame 
when they do not have children. About

If two or more items are 
mailed in the same carton or 
box, cushioning material 
should protect all items from 
contact with each other, and 
each item should have ‘its 
own individual wrapper. 

Cardboard containers 
larger than the gift being 
mailed should be cut down to 
about the size of the gift to 
minimize shaking and 
breaking in transit. Fragile 
articles must be individually 
cushioned, and all four sides 
of the container should be 
padded with. cushioning 
material. 

Tape used to seal con- 
tainers should be durable 
type and should secure firmly 
all flaps.

in quality and strength to the 
paper used for grocery bags.
